Sir: 

Appellant submits this Reply Brief in response to the Examiner's Answer dated July 28, 
2006. AppUcant submits this Reply Brief for consideration of the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences (the "Board") in support of his appeal of the Final Rejection dated December 2, 
2005. 

Examiner's position with respect to claim 1 relies on the assertion that the actual printing 
by a printer or copier "superimpose[es], on physically exiting printing material printed by the 
printed material processing machine, data to be displayed." However, if the material is already 
printed, how does a copier or printer superimpose data over the printed material. Examiner's 
assertion that "any printing or copying device" is capable of superimposing image media is first 
wrong and second a willful misreading of the specification and the superimposing device

described therein, which is clearly separate from the claimed "printed material processing 
machine" which prints. These are two separate devices. 

The arguments to the other argued claims are likewise unsupported. 

It is respectfully submitted that the application is in condition for allowance. Favorable 
consideration of this appeal brief is respectfully requested. 
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
